"Beware of auto thieves for 
this is their big season.” 

Such is, in effect, the warning 
being broadcast to motorists 
against the expectation of a large 
influx of thieves from the East, 
and an increase in thefts as a 
result of license renewals. 

One of the first acts of every 
motorist after obtaining his 1930 
license plates for the car should 
be to jot down the number on 
tiomething that will always be at 
hand, advises this organization. 
The auto license renewal period 
for 1930 starts December 1.5th 
and many thousands of plates 
will be distributed within the first 
few weeks. The State Division 
of Motor Vehicles at Sacramen¬ 
to is naturally swamped with ap¬ 
plications and records during this 
time so that they are generally 
several weeks behind in the fil¬ 
ing. Auto thieves in previous 
years have taken advantage of 
this situation and when the vic¬ 
tim autoist does not know the 
new license number on his stolen 
car the police and detective agen¬ 
cies such as the auto club theft 
bureau are seriously handicapped 
in trying to recover it. It is 
extremely difficult to obtain the 
record from the state motor vehi¬ 
cle offices, which issues some two 
million licenses during this per¬ 
iod. 

Incorrect, improper or illegi¬ 
ble addresses on applications for 
renewals of motor car licenses 
cost the state of California more 
than $3,000 every year in extra 
postage charges, the Division of 
Motor Vehicles announced today. 

The high cost of carelessness 
does not end with the postage it 
was explained, since the time of 
several clerks engaged in 
straightening out the errors must 
be charged against it as well as 
the monetary loss to the motorist 
himself who is likely to be em- 
barassed by his failure to obtain 
his license plates.

The value of early diagnostic 
examinations with X-ray among 
school children and interpretation 
of their findings to school au¬ 
thorities and parents with follow¬ 
up and direct supervision of 
children found to be in need of 
health care is schown in the re¬ 
port made of the results of phy¬ 
sical examinations conducted at 
eight highschools in Los Ange¬ 
les County under the joint aus¬ 
pices of the Los Angeles County 
Tuberculosis and Health Asso¬ 
ciation and the Los Angeles 
County Health Department, 

The 197 students examined 
were selected by school nurses, 
physical education directors and 
teachers from groups comprising 
tuberculosis contacts, students 
under weight, habitual absentees 
from classes due to illness, ath¬ 
letes, senior students and tho.se 
leaving school for employment. 

Two cases of pulmonary tuber¬ 
culosis were found, both girls. 
One was in an advanced stage 
and the other an early case re¬ 
vealed only through means of 
the X-rax since all clinical symp¬ 
toms were lacking. This latter 
case through rest. Improved nu¬ 
trition and health supervision is 
reported *to have gained 18 
pounds in weight and on the road 
to recovery. Eleven cases of 
tracheobronchial t u b e r c u losis 
were also found and eight with 
heart defects. In addition to the 
heart and lung conditions atten¬ 
tion was al.so directed to tonsils, 
adenoids, teeth and diet inade¬ 
quacy as contributing causes to¬ 
ward lowered resistance against 
disease. 

The examinations were given 
under the direct supervision of 
Dr. P. K. Telford, director of t/ie 
division of chest and tuberculosis 
of the County Health Department 
and Dr. M. L. Pindell, roentgen¬ 
ologist, interpreted the X-ray. 
Nutrition habits and school activ¬ 
ities were checked by Miss Kama 
V, Bennett, nutritionist for the 
Los Angels (tounty Tuijorculosis 
and Health As.sociation, followed 
up by Individual conferences with 
188 students. Special attention 
was given to adequate diets. The 
examinations revealed that only 
3.5 per cent of the girls ate food 
sufficient in quantity and quality 
for their needs and only 23 per 
cent of the boys. Of all stu¬ 
dents examined 80 per cent were 
lacking in the selection of ade¬ 
quate lunches. 

A program for early diagnosis 
with X-ray among students of 
both elementary and high schools 
is planned with special emphasis 
directed towards tuberculosis con¬ 
tact and mal nourished children. 
This will need to be financed 
largely through the t'hristmas 
Seals sent out by the U>s An¬ 
geles County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association. Residents 
who have failed to receive their 
quota of $2 in Seals are urged 
to call at the Monrovia health 
office and they will be supplied, 
or to call the Association office.
